A Stitch in Time. Saves\ Sewing Labor 
Mi“ precious minutes have often been. saved, 
AW& and the best results yobtained, by knowing ex- 
actly the right way to parform ‘some ‘sewing task. 
These few ideas, gleaned! from .here and there, 
should prove’ helpful: econ’ 

’ Wear your pincushiow like a wrist watch,. sug- 
gested one efficient dressmaker. She then explain- 
ed that by taking two pieces of velvet,, shaped like 
a half moon, about six inches long, sewing them to- 
gether and stuffing them with cotton, ‘she made a 
pincushion which could be edged with ribbon and 
tied to her left wrist. You can readily understand 
how convenient it would:be to have the ever-neces- 
sary pins right in hand. . 

You have no doubt noticed: that in pressing 
the seams of woolen fabrics ‘an objectionable line is 
often formed on the right side of the goods, show- 
ing just where the seam is turned’ back. This can 
be remedied by tsifig a curved inside. of ‘a flat sur- 
face to press on. Tailoring shops ‘give this direc- 
tion for making a curved) pressing) surface: Take 

“two pieces of unbleached" muslin} which has, been 
washed so that it will not lint,. Cut these about the 
size and shape of a large ham. When these’ pieces 
are sewed together and the ham-like. cushion is stuf- 
fed you have a curved surface upon, which it is very. 


easy to press, either straight seams or curved seams- 


such as armholes, etc. 


Never press velvet, velour or any piled fabric. 
Instead of that heat two flat-irons. Put them near 
together with the ironing surfaces facing. Over 


each iron lay a damp piece of woolen goods. Draw , 
the seam in the velvet or velour through the space 


between the two irons. This will steam the fabric 
in a most satisfactory fashion. 

In binding with the bias strip of the material, 
be sure to hold the bias toward you. This will 
prevent its drawing out of shape. 

Always cut thread, do not bite it. This will pre- 
vent knotting and raveling when you are sewing. 

Ribbon. bindings make an excellent casing for 
elastic. : 4 

In basting you will find a number séven needle 
the right size. i 9 ; 

Always :pin before you baste is a good rule. 

It. makes for accuracy, since. there is no possibility.
